After this surreptitious election, then 
the old "Federal party” gained a great 
accession of strength.

pay. Among tho latter were Webster, 
Clay, Adams, Claj’ton, Southard, Frey- 
linhuysen, Mangum, Tyler, Leigh and 
others too tedious to mention.

BURYING BEES. 

Mr. Tucker — It is two years this 
spring since 1 first commenced bee-keep 
ing. In the out-set I had no knowledge 
whatever of their mar.agement, and it 
was a stipulation of the bargain with the 
person of whom I obtained them, that he 
should, as occasion required, impart to 
me such facts as his experience would 
justify, in regard to their culture. This 
agreement was satisfactorily performed; 
and, aided by the information thus recei- 
ved, my success, for a tyro’s, was such 
ns to create an almost enthusiastic inter- 
est in this branch of rural industry. 

In the autumn of 1833, 1 selected four 
hives, (double the number with which 
1 commenced,) for wintering. Three of 
these had so limited a supply of honey, 
that I was advised to bury them, an ope- 
ration which, in my mind, was little pref- 
erable to throwing them away. But I 
concluded to “try tho experiment,” and 
on one of the last days of November, 
they were “deposited beneath the little 
mound,” where my mind figured them as 
possessing tho interminable repose of 
“their last resting place.” My absence 
on “the return of spring,” that season 
when dying worms arc wooed again to 
life, and the faded wing of the insect re- 
ceives new colorings, beautifully w'rought 
from nature’s dye, prevented me the 
pleasure of witnessing their exhumation, 
but the person who took them from their 
temporary sepulchre, (which was done 
about the 20th of March,) informed me 
that on their first introduction to the air 
and light, their animation was ns per- 
fect ns that usually exhibited hy bees in 
June. He said that he did not find half 
of dead bees in all the hives. These 
hives gave swarms earlier and more fre- 
quently than the one that remainod above 
ground, during the ensuing summer. 

La.st fall 1 concluded to continue “the 
experiment” with a single hive. The 
one selected was very light, probably 
not containing a sufficiency of honey to 
carry them half through the winter, had 
they been kejit the usual way. In con- 
sequence of a rainy season through the 
last of November, they were not inhu- 
med until December, probable as late as 
the lOih. They were occasionally fed 
in the fall, lest their supply should not be 
sufficient to insure a subterranean exis- 
tence. My faith was as wavering when 
these last were buried, as on the previ- 
ous winter, and as often as I looked at 
the spot where they were interred, I 
viewed it as the grave of my little insect 
friends. 

They were taken up on the 28th of 
March, and much to my satisfaction, I 
found that the second experiment had 
terminated with the same hapjiy results 
as the first. Not two dozen were lost, 
andticic comb was actually formed while 
they xcere in their "Jark abode." 

Mv “Modus operand!” is as follows; 
A hole is dug considerably larger than 
the hive, or hives, in every respect. On 
the bottom of the hole two sticks of three 
|or four inches in diameter arc placed for 
|each hive, and on these the floor board, 
which should be a sound one, is placed. 
[Another board, (two inch plank is pref- 
jerablc.j is put on the hive, and drv’ straw 
.is as compactly ns is convenient placed 
[around it. This, in rainy weather, if 
the ground is clear front, allows the rain 
|to pass freely down, while the space bc- 
jtween the blocks furnish a ready rescr- 
ivoir, from which it is absorbed by the 
earth, without offering any injurious 
^effects to the bees. Tho earth is placed 
'upon the hive in a conical form, to turn 
the water from the hives, the top of which

, hut whether it is the 
best way of succeeding 1 shall not advise. 

1 regret that 1 did not weigh mv hives, 
in both instances, previous to bury ing and 
on disinterring them, that the amount of 
food consumed might have been ascer- 
tained. But my ex|icrimcntj were both 
of them faithlessly tried, and unnccessa- 
ceremonies were dispensed with. 

I I he quantity of honey consumed, how- 
ever, was small, a.s none but verv li<rht 
hives were .selected, and their weighrin 
^thc spring was apparently nearTy as 
Igrcat as in the full. It is mv intention in 
I future experiments to mark items more 
I particularly. 

I In selecting the spot for burying, a 
[dry, and cold, rather than a warm one, 
should be cho.sen. An individual of my 
acquaintance buried on the south side of 
a dry hill, and an entire loss of all thus 
I treated was the consequence- I attrib- 
|utcd if, (though perhaps some other de- 
jfect was the cause,) to such situations 
I being more exposed to frequent freezings 
land thawings, subjecting the in.sccts to 
rnore frequent change of temperature, a 
circumstance injurious to all that comes 
within its influence. If the situation is 
such as that the ground will freeze imme- 
diately after the fru.st ii committed to it, 
and remain so until time to “remove the 
deposits,” to me it would appear most 
favorable.

Origin of Lynch's Law. — As “Lynch’s 
law” has receuily become almost as gen- 
eral as it IS proverbial, and a.s the ques- 
tion is asked a hundred times a daVj 
“What is /.yncli’s law?” it may be well 
to relate Ihe following anecdote, which 
may serve ns an answer : — 

In W'ashinglon county, l’ii.,mnny vears 
ago, ihore lived a poaching vagabond, 
wli.), K wn!. iielloveit, imlniainctl him- 
self and family by pilfering from Ihe far- 
mers around him. Though universallv 
suspected, yet he managed so adroitly ns 
always to avoid detection. At length a 
Mr. Van Swearingen laid the following 
trap for him, in which he was caught. 
Having a newly born calf, he concealed 
it from his neighbors lor several davs — ■ 
then rode over to the poacher's, and told 
him that a V'oiing calf iiad recently strav- 
ed to his farm, which he had penned, and 
was anxious to find tho owner. Tho 
poacher asked him how long he had had 
it, its size and color, and being told, said 
it wa.s his, and that it had gone offjust at 
Ihe time spoken of. Being thus delected 
n a lie with a design to defraud. Van 
Swearingen reproached him with it, and 
told him he would give him twenty-four 
hours to leave the neighborhood, acjding 
that if he remained longer he would pros- 
ecute him. The poacher only laughed 
at his threats, while the latter went to 
consult with his neighbors as to what 
was to bo done. At tho expiration of 
tho twenty-four hours, five or six of liicm 
repaired to the poacher’s, whom they 
found perfectly unintimidated. Tho par- 
ty, however proceeded to try him in due 
form, choosiiigone of their number, a far- 
mer named Lynch, to be judge. Van 
Swearingen related tho offence, which 
the poacher of course denied. The case 
was submitted to the judge, who decided 
that the jioacher should be tied up and 
receive three hundred lashes, “well laid 
on,” and then be given twenty-four hours 
to leave the place, under a penalty of re- 
ceiving three hundred more if found after 
that time. The first part of the sentence 
was inflicted on the spot, with such g'ood 
intent, to render its repetition unneces- 
sary. The culprit made off as fast as his 
lacerated limbs would permit him.

• About thirty buildings were destroyed, 
a part of them new stores and ware-' 
houses of vc' v largo dimensions, 5 and 0 
stories in height. They include tlie ex- 
tensive paper warehouses of Messrs. 
John Campbell & C.-., with the whole of, 
their very large stock of paper, which 
■ was mostly destioyed. 1 

Thu buildings were occupied by about 
. twcnlv newspaper and periodical estab- 
lishments, including the Courier des Etals 
Unis, S Ivesler’s Rejiorler, Transcript, 
Jefforsoniun, Morning Herald, Spirit ot 
’70, Old Countryman. New Yorker, Irish- 
man, Mr’Doweli’s J'lunial, 'J’lio Light, 
&c., all ol which are wholly or partially 
deslroj ud. 

We take from the evening papers, the 
following particulars of this disastrous 
occurrence : 

The fire conimenced at No. 1 15 Fulton 
street, and ex'onded in the rear to six 
.buildings fronting on .-Vnii street, all of 
which, as well as the extoiisive fiaper 
warehfjiises of Messrs. J. Caoipbeil xN. 
Co. of 3.5 Ann siieel,aiid 110 and 112 
Nassau street, and J. Hovt, are entirely 
destroyed — upwards of $150,000 worth 
of paper consumed m Ihe two warehouses.
